She had a 
hallucination that she was "beinjj. perse- 
cuted. The woman, who was tall and of 
fine figure, left her room on the star- 
board side of the promenade deck at (5 
a. in. on Thursday. She was fully dress- 
ed and wore a l»n?e hat. 
She carried a 


satchel. To a fellow passenger the wo- 
man remarked: 


"Watch and you will see soiucthiug 


sensational today." 


She handed a dollar to a Steward and 


said in French: "This Is for yon.- You 
have been very attentive." 


Crossing the promenade 
deck. Miss 


Minnehan slung the satchel overboard 
amidships. 
She quickly climbed the rail

Ilnve Wrecked* tJUe; Sht» After the 
Crew Had Failed to Subdue It. 


' During the galeS' of' last" winder more 
than 20 tramp steamers were loat. Ten 
were never heard from after leaving 
port, More than 150 broke their shafts. 
.la oVer.a icons of instances they also 
lostlk'ciir propellers and were saved from 
Ijeiu* overwhelmed by sea anchors, which 
hold their heads to the combers, and a 
liberal* use of oil, which smoothed down 
the crests. Some of the underballosted 
tramps from British ports, which in 
pleasant weather make the voyage to 
Snndy Hook in 15 days, were 35 days 
and 40 days breasting the great winter 
gales. Two of them rolled their funnels 
out, and another spent 15 days either at- 
tempting to make her way through the 
crested 
billows or wallowing 
in the 


trough. Chfflike waves,, breaking in cat- 
nraots over her weather bow or leaping 
aboard amidships, carried away all her 
lifeboats. She rolled at an angle of near- 
ly 43, degrees, the rolling period being 12 
or 15 times a minute, for hours and hours 
together. 
During these 13 days the 


woaiy skipper found, when he had a 
chance to make an observation, that the 
ship had made 140 knots leeway. In 
this tumultuous period very few of the 
officers wcr.e able to get any sleep, except 
the merest catnaps. The food TV as hard- 
ly fit to eat through bad cooking, the 
cook being unable to work properly, and 
the water, impregnated by the searching 
brine from invading seas and spoondrift, 
did not do much toward quenching thirst. 


The perils of the underbnllasted tramp, 


steaming to the westward with head 
gales lashing the seas into fury, furnish 
the marine reporters of nearly every At- 
lantic seaboard city every winter with 
columns of vivid stories. 
The tramp 


skipper is undaunted by the appalling 
dangers of his underpaid profession. The 
business of following.the sea is the only 
one he knows anything about, and h<) 
must either risk starvation on .shore or- 
boldly face the manifold dangers of a 
rover of the oceans of the world, which 
little notes the loss of a tramp steamship 
hero and there. When a tramp skipper 
loses his job—he ue\er gnes It up—there 
are a dozen or moie applications for it 
despite its peiilb und its meager pay. 


All the smaller ttamps that visit ports 


without facilrtios for pro\idiug or tepair- 
ing machinery carry, usually on the main 
deck nft or between decks, a spare pro- 
peller. Therc^JUfc been several iu&tances 
in which tramps with these extra piopcl- 
lers have just escaped destruction in 
hen\y weather. A little British tramp 
that caipe into New York from the Med- 
iterranean scvcial years ago had a spare 
propeller made fast between decks aft. 
One night, when she was within a few 
days of Sandy Hook, plunging and i oil- 
ing in a cyclone, the propeller broke from 
its lashings and began thundering about 
the deck. The only illumination aboard 
bhip was by means of flickering kerosene 
lamps. The skipper and several of his 
crew wrnt down into the gloomy space 
between decks and made an effort to 
check the erratic flight of the three wing- 
ed iron monster. 


They were armed with wooden and iron 


bars and pieces of dunnage, which they 
tried to nse ns levers. It was difficult to 
keep the ship's head up in the swell. She 
persisted in dropping off, and every time 
she rolled the demon of n propeller rum- 
bled across the steel deik to port or star- 
boa id, threatening to smash through the 
ship's side. The skipper sent one of his 
mon to the bridge to tell the officer in 
charge to try to keep the ship's head up, 
the movements of the piopellcr being less 
dangerous while the ship was pitching, 
but she wouldn't answer her helm. The 
mass of motnl stopped nt times just long 
enough to allow the skipper and his ad- 
venturesome men to get'•within reach of 
it. Then it stined like a sentient thing 
and appeared to spring at them. 
They 


saved themselves from injury by jumping 
aside or leaping over it. 


At last, ns the ship lurched heatily to 


poit, the propeller whirled down the in- 
clined duck and smashed against the side. 
One of its- blades went through a plate. 
It hung for a moment against a lib of 
the ship; then, loosening itself as the 
ship rolled nnd heeled to starboaid, it 
bowled athwartship again. 
A fountain 


of sea water spurted through the hole 
made by the propeller blade as the tramp 
rolled to poit again, and the propeller 
slid that way. A few more holes in the 
ship's side would ha~ve caused her to take 
in so much water that she would have 
been in clanger df foundering, and the 
skipper began to wish that the propeller 
had gone all the way through and drop- 
pod into the sea. 


There was one passenger aboard the 


tramp, a stout young fellow who had ex- 
perience ns a cowboy on the Texas plains. 
He had hoaid the booming of the spare 
propeller, nnd he went to the skipper and 
volunteered to check it in its mad couiso. 
At first it revealed itself only dimly to 
him. 
a huge, hatliko shadow, under the 


faint and unsteady glow of the keioscne 
lamps. 
After the cowboy had become 


somewhat accustomed to the glooi;i and 
had spent a few moments dodging the 
propeller he took n lasso, which ho made 
of a hav.ser, and with the unerring aim 
of an expert bull puncher he rung one of 
the blades with the noose. 
He made a 


turn with the other end around a winch, 
about amidships, and the propeller was 
subdued. Then the skipper and his men 
fell upon it as if it were a living thing, 
and with beams and bars and chains and 
ropes they made it so fast that nil the? 
storms of the north Atlantic could not 
have broken it loose again.—Samuel A. 
Wood in Ainslee's Magazine.

PEAMLft AND PEARL SHELLS. 


That Are T»k«n From the In- 


dian Ocean and Persian Gulf. 


In St. Nicholas Captain H. D. Smith of 


ihe United States revenue cutter service 
•ells of his experiences, "Hunting For 
Shells," from the island of Ceylon to the 
Dry Tortugas. Captain Smith says: 


Pearl shells are valuable, and fine speci- 


mens are hard to obtain. They are found 
.11 tho (Treamotee, Gambler and Tribual 
groups of islands. The choicest come Iron: 
Macassar. 
These are tbo white edged 


shells, -worth $BOO a ton, nnd from these 
/ho finest pourl buttons are manufactured. 


The moat celebrated pearl fisheries He 


near tho const of Ceylon, tbe Persian gulf, 
und in tho waters of Java and Sumatra. 
Tho Australian coast in the neighborhood 
of Shank's buy and at Roebuck bay fur- 
nishes some very largo shells, some of 
ihem weighing trom two to three pounds 
each. Tie fisheries of Buja, gulf of Cali- 
fornia, are very rich, Franco controlling 
;ho gems procured there. The meat; of tho 
jearloyster is readily bought by tho China- 
men, who dry the leathery little bivalves or 
beal thorn up in cans and ship them to 
their countrymen in Snn Francisco. The 
pearl shells readily sell upon tho spot at 
trom $1.4) to $5 per pound. 


Pearls and tears bin of or ages boon asso- 


ciated, and the magic virtues of tho pearl 
were held in high esteem in early times, 
as they .are today with the East Indians. 


It is enld that Queen Margaiot: Tudor, 


consort of James IV of Scotland, previous 
to tho battle of Flodden Field, had many 
presentiments of the disastrous issue of 
that conflict, owing to a dream she had 
three night? in succession, that jewels and 
sparkling coronets were suddenly turned 
into pearls, which tbe superstitious be 
liovod were a sign of coming widowhood 
and of tears. 


Pearls aro of various colors, nnd In In- 
iia the red pearls were highly prized by 
tho Buddhists, who used them in adorn- 
ing their temples. Pearls are formed to 
protect the shellfish. They arc due to a 
secretion of shelly substance around some 
irritating pnrticle, and their composition 
is tho samo us that of mother of pearl. *

The Brains That Go to Make a Modern 


Giant Building. 


The brain that is engaged in this busi- 


ness directly is divided into more than 100 
trades, each one of which h'as been devel- 
oping its particular branch •with tho same 
strcnuousness, boldness andlngeuulty that 
IMNO chtiracturi/ud tho architectural en- 
gineering, llio architect himself has been 
laboring with a thousand considerations 
not o\on hinted at in this article 
Ho hnS 


beoii Btndjing out huch other general prob- 
lems as ventilation, light, economy of 
spn<o, convenience, propoition, besides at- 
tending to special applications of all his 
principles and those of all the other trades 
that enter tho building with his and add 
to tho c\ or \arjing problem 
The en- 


gineers havu been pondering such essen- 
tials ns joinings and stains and founda- 
tions. 


In Chicago, where there is no hard pan 


within reach, they devised n floating 
"raft" of steel and conoicte to lio flut ot> 
the shilling sands bUow tho lake lo\el. 
and on that they can build with suoh per- 
fectly even distribution of weight that 
when the H hole structure of 20 or nioru 
stories settles It sinks plumb. Tho ele- 
\ntor builder has achieved such precision 
that tho number of cars put Into n bnildr 
Ing is determined by the cubical contents 
of the structure 


The plumber has applied to his art the 


principles of sanitary science. The ma- 
chinist has fitted his enormous plant to 
tho dimensions of tho cellar and has plot- 
ted with tho elevator man to use for tho 
improMil heating system tho exhaust 
fitonm from tho power engines to warm 
tho tenant after it has lifted him to hi 
floor nnd lighted his room, llio licntcr 
man has arranged so that all the tenant 
has to do is to sot a gauge opposite tho do- 
groc Fahrenheit «t which he would like to 
lia\o tho temperature of his room kept, 
and tin) machinery automatically keeps il 
there.—J. Lincoln bteffens in Scribner's. 


TUree Remarkable 'Week* of It la 


the PeterabiprK Trenche*, 


"Speaking of delicacies," eald an old 


veteran ot one of the Louisiana regiments 
the other afternoon, '"the highest living 
that ever fell to my lot was during throe 
weeks in the winter and spring of 1803 
that I spent in the trenches at Peteis- 
burg. I don't mean to say that the bill of 
faro would greatly appeal to me now, but 
at the time of which I speak 1 thought I 
was living in royal style." 


The reporter to, whom he was talking 


remarked at this point thnt, while he had 
not been there at the time, he had al- 
ways understood from those who had 
that the trenches of Petersburg did not 
afford -much scope for the gormand. 
Then the veteran continued: 


"It came about in this way: There were 


eight of us in our mess, and all of us ex- 
cept one had managed to get through the 
winter with some sort of covering for 
our feet. 
We called them 'shoes* then, 


but I don't suppose that the term would 
bu used by many people of the present 
generation who are used to patent leath- 
er, vici kid aud tan shoes. The eighth 
man, 
however, had xone barefooted from 


No\ ember, 18<>4, until the middle of Feb- 
ruary, 1803. I don't know how it caute 
about, but he was finally issued a pair of 
new bhoes. 
The day the shoes were 


given we all gathered about him nnd ex- 
amined thorn with cmiosity, and, it must 
be confessed, a rather em ions interest. 
Our messmate looked at the shoes, then 
at his bare feet and then at ns, as if de- 
bating a. seiiou-5 problem.

SAILORS AS SWIMMERS. 


Why Jack Tnr Drownn \Vlicn lie 


Origin of Table Utensils. 


A writer attempts to trace tablu utensils 


—most of them of recent introduction— 
to their origin Tho Romans, he declares, 
took thoir meals lying upon very low 
couches, tind it wa?> not until about the 
time of Charlemagne that a stand w.is 
used around which guests were seated on 
cushions, while tho table made its appear 
anco In the middlu ages, and with it came 
betichcs with backs. Tho Greeks and Ilo- 
mans ate from a kind of porringer, yet 
during a portion of the middle ages slices 
of bread out round took the place of plates. 
The spoon Is very ancient, and many flue 
specimens are In existence that wore used 
by tho Egyptians in the seventeenth con 
tury B. O. The knife, though very old, 
nad not come into common use as a tablo 
utensil In tho tenth century. 
Tho fork 


was absolutely unknown to the Greeks 
ana Bomiins, appeared only a curiosity in 
tho ruiddlo ages and was first used upon 
tho table by ITcnry III. 
Drinking cups— 


in the middle ages made from matal more 
or less precious—naturally dated from the 
remotest antiquity. Tho use of glosses 
from Venice bogan to be general in tho fif- 
teenth century. Saltcellars appeared at 
a very early date and occupied the place 
of honor at the banquets of the Greeks and 
Romans, many of them being made of 
gold and silver and richly chased.—Jewel- 
ers' Circular.

ing thousand who succeeded in cutting 
their way to liberty through on army of 
15,000 Turks'. There were really 8,000 
who started from the little town of Mis- 
solonghi when nil hope of defending it 
any longer against the Mohaninicdnns, 
but two-thirds of thorn were killed, oup- 
turcd or driven back in the attempt. Tho 
American volunteer had served In the 
United States army and was given the 
rank of colonel by tho Greeks. He went 
through tho stirring scenes of the Greek 
revolution with Byron, Trolawnoy and 
Kinnaird, and his daughter, who married 
and lives in Chicago, treasures as a mo*!, 
precious memento a sword marked with 
tho coronet and Initials of Goorgo Oiordon, 
Lord Byron.—Chicago News.

The grandfather 
of this G«dehilde wns Rop;er I. do Toeni, 
who died in 1040, and it is ho to whom Urn 
writer mentioned assigns tho rol« of tho 
swan knight. He bases his assumption 
upon the following argument, which fully 
agrees with tradition: Hogerde Toeni bud 
OK coat • of anus a swan; he liberated tho 
oppressed'Countess of Barcelona trom ber 
euejuies, received as >reward the hand of 
her, daughte-r and later on re-tired, for un- 
known reasons, to his own country. Tho 
main facts of this story remained in tho 
popular memory, although tho locality and 
names were forgotten and tradition ap- 
plied to them new names and places, add- 
ing also, in time,'tho mysterious a! tributes 
of the knight as well ns his command to 
his bride never to inquire his origin. So, 
at least, Hcrr Blotc tells us, and until wu 
are able to get a better explanation of the 
rise of this saga we may as well accept 
his.—St. Louis Krpublic.

It Is' so much the fnshior 
nowadays to decry the word of Latin an- 
cestry, to accuse It of being pedantic and 
heavy and ill suited to tho best, because 
tho clearest, expression, that 1 nm the 
more ready to ascribe imy good quality tc 
it at all, and certainly this attribute of cou 
ccntration is not a bad one. Where telo- 
grams aro concerned, it's a very useful and 
economical consideration. It has always 
scorned to me that. it wasn't the use, but 
the abuse, of tho Latin word that is to l'« 
denounce^. It is Saxon for strength, sim- 
plicity and clearness in language, but 
Latin words ore like jewels or auy othei 
full dress ornament—they should be used 
sparingly and with discretion or they fail 
to make any impression.

versution on the topic. They do not even 
care TO talk about the good quality of tbo 
water, nnd this < seems" passing strungc to 
the newcomer, becausfe even towns that 
luck good drinking water never fail to 
blow .about the quality and quantity ot 
whatever drinking fluid they do happen to 
have. But here in Guaymas tho subject 
of drinking water, at least in business and 
commercial circles, Is strictly tabooed. 


Now, If you are a thoughtful person, all 


this will strike you as remarkably singu- 
lar, nnd some fine day, after enjoying a 
glass of this most excellent water, you will 
start off on a toui of: investigation for 
yourself, bent upon discovering the source 
of (luoymas' water supply. About a milo 
cast of the city, if you have good luck, you 
\\ill strike a very ancient artesian •uell, 
surrounded by a curious ai-cadic system ol 
adobe walls, flumes, prehistoric windlassos, 
one mule and two Indians. These com- 
prise the waterworks of Guaymas. It is 
said by t,ra%eler.s that there is not such iin 
other antique water pumping station ir 
North America. And it is not diflleult, to 
believe this if wo add the qualifying words 
•"in a cUilized community of 5,000 inhab 
Hants." Surrounding this artesian well, 
which Is said to tap a subterranean streaii! 
that flows as freely today as in the days o: 
Montc7.uma, is a quadrangular stone wal 
of about 4 feet in thickness. In tho center 
of the south and north walls aro two piers 
or columns of stone which rise to tho height 
of about 10 feet above the walls. 
.Hosting 


on the walls is a substantial roof or floor- 
ing of thatch, and in this there is a small 
opening immediately between Ibeeohiinni-. 
Resting on the columns o\er this opening 
to the well is a most primituelj construct- 
ed windings. This is operated on the 
ground below by a big, crude fashioned 
wooden wheel that Is best describid by 
comparing it, to a birdcage-, and this cajje- 
liko wheel In turn is operated by the slow 
and toilsome moamlerings of a very ancient 
and weary mule, that requires the constant 
surveillance of an,Indian driver in order 
to keep him wido nwt&ke. Just what it, is 
that keeps tho Indian driver awake is an 
other question. 


A long, untannod leather strap winds 


several times arouiid the birdcage wheel 
and then takes a diagonal cut up to thu 
end of the windlass. Attached to tho wind- 
luss are two rude buckets, made something 
in the shape of barrels, winch appear laden 
with as sweet, pure drinking water as ever 
quenched tho thirst thai, sprinpcs- eternal 
under the hot skies of the Mcxi6un sea- 
const. 
In the cast wall of the quadrangle 


!s an opening, through winch a hig wood • 
en flume leads from the water casks ,i.« 
they emerge from the well down to j\ series 
of wooden reservoirs that stand up on stilts 
about ton feet from the ground. 


In those reservoirs or sluice boxes the 


water Is stored. 
Early every morning 


these sluice boxes are filled. 
The inhabit- 


ants of Gnaymas come out aiid t.ike their 
day's water supply therefrom, and by night 
the sluice boxes aro emptied. 
Not every 


inhabitant of Gunynms makes a diurnal 
pilgrimage to this primitive waterworks, 
but all of the-poorer people, who cannot- 
afford to pay the slight charges incident 
upon having their leathern water casks 
filled by the regular carriers for the well to 
do, may bo seen in the early hours of tho 
morning going forth and returning with 
their crude and curious water vessels. 


One's first question upon discovering 


this antique water- supply of Guaymas is 
inquiry concerning the age of 'the artesian 
well and the antique wall surrounding it.. 
No one seems to know, but the American 
consul says it must be fully 400 years old. 
It is evidently not of Toltcc or Aztec ori- 
gin, for its distinguishing characteristic is 
its extreme crude-ness. Some day an en- 
terprising Yankee will import a few thou- 
sand feet of iron pipe into Guaymas," nnd 
then these water carriers-will be oufof a 
job. 
It, is doubtful, however, whether it 


will ever pay to replace tho tired mule that 
works the' windlass by a, stationary engine. 
The artesian well lies back of fhe hills and 
is at an elevation of fully 1,000 feet above 
the town. 


Guaymas is situated on Yaqul bay and 


Is the seaport of the provinces of Sonora and 
Chihuahua. Its chief exports are wheat, 
flour and bides, while the Indian part of; 
the population mok'es its living by fishing 
in tho bay. Yaqut bay is a commodious 
port and has excellent anchorage, but is 
not provided with an abundance of modern 
wharfage facilities. 
Nevertheless Guay- 


mas' foreign trade is considerable, and, 
tliongh the climate is hot and unhealthy, 
tho streets narrow nnd dirty, the resi- 
dences, as a rule, squalid and unplctmr- 
esquc, yet the surrounding scenery is very 
beautiful during tho winter months, and 
the place is visited by not a few American 
and European tourists. All these arc loud 
in thei*.praise of the delicious water they 
give you to drink at Guaymas, bufc very 
few of them know in what a primitive 
fashion it Is furnished.—San Francisco 
Chronicle,

the time. Touse was n great place in its 
day for runaway couples to get married, 
and, as Hie captain of the volunteers was 
the justice of the peace, he always called 
out the company to be present nt the 
conuubialitics, as he called them, and 
there wns no marriage until we got there. 
Sometimes there was a dnnce after the 
wedding in the public square, and the 
bride hud to nlleuinnde left and sushuy 
with every member of the volunteers be- 
fore she did with her husband. 


"Then we used to have foot races on 


the Fourth of July, and whenever there 
wns a county fair we were the ones alto- 
gether lovely, lu the winter time, when 
the circuit rider cnuie to town and got 
up n revival, we always turned out, nnd 
if the sinners didn't come to taw as lively 
as they should we would pull straws to 
see who would go up as mourners, and iu 
that \\ay the revival would be prolonged. 
It was always understood that the one 
that pulled the short straw had the priv- 
ilege of backsljding after the season was 
over. 


"There were no secret orders in Touse 


at thnt time, so when a prominent citi- 
zen kicked the bucket, ns we said of a 
uiun when he died, the Touse volunteers 
turned out and planted him with Masonic 
or Odu Fellow honors, according to the 
wishes of his friends. 
There was no 


hearse in the town, so we put the de 
ceased on the engine. If his friends want- 
ed Masonic honors over his grave, our 
captain would toot the trumpet; if it was 
Odd Kellow honuis that was demanded, 
we rung the bell, and iu that way fctran- 
gers in Touse always knowed which way 
the deceased had affiliated, t>o to speak, 
in his life. There \\as-ii't much iu Touse 
that the volunteers didn't take a hum! 
in."—Chicago Tribune.

A remarkable fact in regard to wal 


paper is that the method of printing tlic 
better sort of paper is probably the sunn 
now as it ever has been. Wooden blocks 
with the .U'sijin cut in relief, one for each 
color, .-Ire applied by haml. and in ordei 
to suit the productions of the paper iniil 
these blocks are made in England 1!1 
inches wide and in I'Yance 18 inelie1 
uitle. The length of the block is limitec 
to \\lult the workman can easily lift will 
one baud, two feet being about the limit 
as the blocks are necessarily thick and ii 
many cases made heavier by being iulai' 
with copper, especially the thin outline! 
which, it made of wood, would not stau 
the wear aud tear of printing. 


It was not till the rt^iteenth century 


that wall paper in anything like its pres 
out form came into common list1 in Eu 
rope, although it appears to have been 
used much eailier in China. A few ran 
examples, which may be as early as tin 
sixteenth century, exist in Kngland, bu

"Hock," like the old Genoese and Kloren 
tine cut velvets, and hence the style o 
the design in no way indicates the date 
of the \\a\l paper, the same traditionn 
patterns boing reproduced with little o 
no change for many years.

Tbo wall papers now printed by ma- 


chinery have the designs cut on the 
surface of wooJon rollers, under which 
the paper passes. 
In the cheaper grades 


all colors me applied rapidly, one after 
the other, without allowing each to dry 
separately, and n somewhat blurred ap- 
pearance is corn-rally the result. 
De- 


signing wall paper patterns is an occupa- 
tion for women, which is highly lucrative 
to those who possess skill aud ingenuity.

Worn or broken 
anchors, of course, soil for less, and thej 
are sold to bo used as anchors for moor- 
ings for yachts and other vessels. Wber 
an old anchor is beyond this use, It goei 
to tho scrap heap,-—New York Sun.

Cronin as one of the men with Rogers 
and had known both men for some 
time. He recognized Croniu's voice in 
the dark, where the assault took place, 
and later saw Cronin running away 
where it was lighter. 


John Flynn testified to Cronin com- 


ing up the freight yard at about 11 40 
William Alley testified to seeing Crouin 
near the White Hart hotel at about 
half past eleven. It might have been 
later. Mrs. Cronin said her husband 
came home at a quarter of twelve, but 
David Tatten, one of the witnesses for 
the defense, saw Crouin after twelve 
o'clock and this fact knocked ont the 
testimony of Mrs. Cronin. 


Judge Emery thought the state had a
